MONEY MARKET AND COMMERCIAL - 
INTELLIGENCE. 
(WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE IRISH TIMBS.) 
Dublin, Saturday Evening. 
There have been considerable fluctuations during the 
past week in the value of money, and for the last couple 
of days a stringency is reported which is, however, quite 
exceptional, not having been produced by any one 
defined or permanent reason, but by a number of causes 
which have for the moment arisen and produced tightness. 
The market, although for some time past abundantly 
supplied, is nevertheless very sensitive, and on any rea- 
sonable demand springing up, the effeet is considerably 


heightened by the fears of capitalists, who, in the pre- , 


sent state of continental uneasiness, are the first and 


greatest alarmists, and take advantage of any circum. | 


stance calculated to enhance the value of money. 
This being the end of the financial quarter, there 


has been the usual slight pressure, and this, coupled | 


with the payment of some heavy foreign railway 
calls,“ and somewhat larger remittances abroad, 
has been the principal reason for the increased 
demand. The bank return, too, is not so good, 
showing considerable falling off in bullion, to the 
extent of £123,800. The “Reserve” has y 
£89,700," and the depusits also have increased over 
£200,000. With the exception of the gold per the 
Dover Castle, not yet delivered, the arrivals of bullion 
during the week lave not been extensive, and are still 
principally from America ; but there has been an in- 
crease in the exports, about £200,000 having been sent 
to India by the vessel which leaves about this time. 

On the Stock Exchange money has also risen in value; 
and, with the uncertainty as results on the Con- 
sinent, there has been but little hope for the “ Balls,” 
the market for Funds, or, indeed, for any other security, 
showing very little animation. Prices have somewhat 
receded, and would have fallen lower but for the inac- 
tivity which prevails, and the still great absence of specu- 
lation. The tone of the market has been weaker than 
the actual prices would indicate, and we may therefore 
expect that the market could not successfully withstand 
any decided cause of uneasiness which may arise, 
‘whether we regard Italy, the state of money, or the 
erops. To-day, however, there was a slight reaction 
upwari in ds. 

In the Dublin market there have been during the 
week but few alterations to re probably, the greatest 
mnimation was shown in Connorree Mining Shares, 
which have been very largely dealt in, consequent upon a 
reported improvement in the mine. i 

The London prices which guided our local market to- 
day. were slightly in advance of those of yesterday, and 
Console consequently improved here to the extent of 
one-sixteenth, New Threes not having been negociated, 
and the business done being en a very limited scale, as 
is usual on Saturdays. 

Bank of Ireland Stock again improved one-half per 
eent., and closed strongly; Royal Bank Shares realised 
sheir previous price, at which rate more shares 
‘would have been taken; Hibernians and Nationals were 
both on sale at enhsnced prices, yesterday’s quotation 
being tendered tor the latter.

The only dealing in Preference Securities was in 
Great Southern Preference Stock, which made a further 
improvement of one-eighth cent., and elosed 
strongly.

The half-yearly meeting of the Wicklow Copper Mining 
Company was held on Wednesday. It was the most 
mis tory held for many vears, not alone as regards 
the high rate of dividend paid, but by the evident im- 
provement whieh has taken place in the working cha- 
racter of the company, and the greater disposition 
shan heretofore on the part of the directors 
to favour changes which could and ought long 
gince to have been carried out. We attribute 
the improvements to the greater infusion of 
new blood among the proprietary and on the direc- 
tory. The adoption of the proposition to subdivide 
the shares will still further promote this, and will, von-

If so, they 
must have driven Garibaldi out of the all but im- 
pregnable position of Cajazzo, and of this there is 
not a whisper. It is quite clear that it is now the 
object of the Sardinian Cabinet to cast a cloud upon 
the military skill and a doubt upon the successes of 
Garibaldi. The exaggeration by which the loss of 
160 men at the Volturno was multiplied into 600 is 
a sufficient proof of the animus which now inspires 
the Sardinian journals, - 

But what is this for ? Surely not to mark merely 
the hostility between Cavour and Garibaldi. There 
is a deeper motive, and it may be this. The forces 
of the King of Naples are chiefly Bavarians, Swiss, 
and Austrians. The threat of Cialdini did not refer 
only to the foreigtiers in the Pope's service. He 
spoke of those who oppressed Irar at large, and, 
therefore, referred to the mercenaries of Naples. As 
long as Garibaldi swept all before him, so long Sar- 
dinia could not well interfere. But a check upon 
that General's movements, or the report of a check, 
causes the “cry of anguish” to be heard at Turia, 
and her forces will march, as they are marching, to 
give the populations the privilege of deciding upon 
their own Government, as Cavour and Thouvenel 
will. 

But the French forces in Rome are to be consi- 

derably angmented. Marshal Vaillant has assumed 
the command, and is to be reinforced by two divisions 
of French soldiers. It is asserted that these men are 
intended to put down revolution and Garibaldi. 
Does any man believe that they will do so in order 
torestore the Kingdom of Naplesto France? The 
curtain is gradually lifted and we catch glimpses 
of the figures behind it, uncertain, indeed, and par- 
tial, but disclosing something of the mise en scene. 
What if it be intended to establish a Muratist or 
Bonapartist dynasty at Naplés? The annexation 
to Sardinia of Tuscany, Modena, or Parma, is not 
yet guaranteed by France, much less is the addition 
of the Papal dominions. From the Alps down to the 
frontier of Naples would form a compact territory 
for Victor Bmmanuel. Are Naples and Sicily to be 
the price paid to France for liberty to “ annex’’ 
thus far? Is this the meaning of that dark phrase 
in Cavour's despatch that Sardinia will not surrender 
any further portion of men territories? Naples is 
not hers yet. Garibaldi is discredited. There is an 
opportunity cleverly made for France herself to seize 
the South of Italy, without a second violation of the 
solemn pledge of Victor Emmanuel. 
But with France, or a French satrap in the South 
of Italy and Sicily, where is the freedom of the 
Mediterranean?’ How long would we remain mas- 
ters of Malta, or Gibraltar, or the passage to India 
through Egypt? It istoa contingency akin to this 
that Lord John Russell must allude, when he de- 
clared in his last formal diplomatic document, that 
“ the Great Powers are bent upon maintaining peace 
“ that Count Cavour must not abandon himself to the 
“ dangerous illusion which would bring France again 
“ into the field and hindle an European war, and that 
“Great Britain’ has interests in the Adriatic sea 
“ which she watches over with the greatest anxiety.” 
These are ominous words, but not more ominous 
than the new phase of the Italian complication 
seems to warrant.

An Act was passed during the late session to enable 
the Commissioners of Public Works to make loans to 
enable proprietors to improve the dwellings of the 
labouring classes in Ireland. Having very recently 
shown the necessity that existed for improving this 
class of dwellings, we now publish the “ terms” upon 
which “loans” will be granted. No loans will be 
made for repairing or enlarging old dwellinghouses. 
The smallest sum that will be lent to one person is 
£200—the largest, £1,000. No larger sum will be 
granted than £60 for each labourer’s dwelling, the 
applicant being bound to provide materials and 
labour to the value of, at least, one-fourth mor e ; 
the cost of each labourer’s dwelling will thus be, at 
the least, £75. The plans and specifications must 
be approved by the Commissioners of Public W orks. 
A second instalment will not be granted until 
proof is given that a proper use has been made of the 
first. Previously to the last instalment being granted 
proper ashpits must be erected in a substantial 
manner, and on a suitable site, together with a smal! 
enclosed yard. The applicant for a loan must set 
forth the facilities of obtaining materials and water, 
whether river or spring. He must send in an ordnance 
sheet, with the boundaries of the estate and the pro- 
posed site of the dwellings marked in red ink ; also plans 
and sections drawn on a scale ofeight feet to the 
inch, with estimates and specifications to cor- 
respond. To assist proprietors who may wish to 
erect labourers’ dwellings, Sir Richard Griffith has 
published, from the Board of Public Works, one of 
the most useful and portable manuals we have ever 
seen. It contains an abstract of the act, a complete 
specimen of “specification of works” to be done in 
erecting the dwellings, and fifteen lithographs of 
plans, elevations, and sections for cottages of three 
different classes. There is only one improvement

“ Still, although Austria, France, and England have ab- 
stained trom all interference in Sicily and Naples, there 
nevertheless existe a fear at Paris and at Vienna that the 
annexation of the Roman and Neapolitan States may be 
followed by an attack by the Italian forces upon the Ve 
netian possessions of the Emperor of Austria. It is 
clear that such an attack could not take place without 
the assent of the King of Sardinia. It is equally clear 
that, taking a legal view of the question, the King of 
Surdinia has no excuse for breaking the treaty of Zurich, 
recently concluded and signed. ‘The King of Sardinia 
was free not to accept the preliminaries of Villafranca 
and the treaty of Zurich ; but, having renounced a con- 
tinuation of the war, after having given his Royal word 
to live in peace and friendship with Austria, he is no 
longer free to cast asidé his obligations and direct a 
wanton attack against a neighbouring Prince.

3. Thai shall be no inhabited dwelling under 
ground. 

4. That a limit shall be put to the numberof inhabi- 
tants that may enter by one close, and that a certain 
number of cubic feet, to be fixed by sume competent 
authority, shall be allowed for re ms each 
apartment. [hese appear to be the arrange- 
ments necessary to be eaforced. Others ia reference Lé 
ash pits, dust bins, water closets, and other 
matters, may also, with propriety, be introduced.
